U.N. COMMISSION HALTS TESTIMONY 


ON S. AFRICAN RACE RELATIONS 
Britain and U.S. supporting Malan 


Peace News Reporter 


r pitt: UN Commission on the Racial Situation ja South Africa held up the 
testimony of a witness on Saturday because it was touching on international 
questions which the Chairman ruled could not be discussed. 


The witness, Mr. Tom Wardle, of 
Peace News statl, was the last person to 
vive evidence at the Geneva hearings. 

He had introduced the question of external 
support for the present South African Govern: 
ment and its policy of racial segregation and 
oppression, 


He had begun by saying dat bly experi- 
coce in South Africa Jed him to the conche 
sion thag the regime af Br, Mahim could not 
huve gone so far, perhaps may now have 
fallen, were it not for paweriul inthsences 
outside South Afeclen which helped it to 
remain ative. 


Viis assistance came, said Me. Wardle, 
largely from three sources: Great Britain, the 
USA, and States with Colonial territorica in 
Atrica and elsewhere. ‘There were threes main 
reasons Why this assistance was offered. 

Uhese were: 

1. The existence of race discriminatary prae- 
tices in ferritories under the conirel of 
the Uwee groups: British Colonial pos- 
sessions ; The Southern States af the US 
and Puerto Rica; the Colonial possese- 
jong af other powers. These groups were 
nvt anxious to have UN pursue the matter 
ef dhacrimination in their territories, 60 
they hept quict about Sauth Africa, 
The importance of favourable economix 
relations with South Afries, These in- 
Volved markets for the sale of British and 
American goods in the Union: preferen- 
tial uccess fe raw materials including gold, 
uruniam and manganese; the protection 
of substantial UWrituah and American in- 
vestments in Sauth Africa, 

3. War preparation and defence agreements. 
Non-violent settlement

for the development of co-operation; the 
approach to Persia for the setilement of fron- 
up problems, and the hope of tnproving 
trade relationships with that country ; and the 
declaration made to Turkey and the hope olf 
goad-neighbourly relations. 

In the case of Japan there is also an expres- 
sion of desire for the normalisation of rela- 
tionships, but here the comment is made, with 
evident justice : 

“In this we encounter serious obstacles 
inasmuch as the United States has violated 
the agreement concluded between the Alfies 
during the war and the post-war period, and 
embarked on a policy of suppressing the

The issue Mr. Malenkov selected for par- 
ticular reference in his indictment of American 
policy also deserves consideration; the publica- 
tion of the recent report of the Committee on 
Questions of Psychological Warfare of the US 
President. 

Phe fact that the OSA maintains a depart- 
ment for psychological warfare in peacetime is 
surely in itself a commentary on where today 
lies the primary responsibility for the contin- 
vation of a cold war, 

It must be borne in mind that these prepara- 
tions for psychological warfare are ina 
different category frowi the preparations for 
war made by the war departments of the 
Various gavernments, These latter are all con- 
cerned with what is called “defence,” and the 
clan is that the arrangements are all pro- 
visional, to operate only when an “emergency” 
has to be declared. 

We know how hollow in today’s conditions 
is the “defence” claim, but at least it is there. 

With psychological warfare this does not 
apply. This kind of warfare is for waging 
foday und if is directed to preventing the 
release of the work! from the turmoil and 
insecurity in which it has had to live since 
World War I. 

After his reference to the psychological 
warfare activities of the United States Mr. 
Malenkoy reiterated that there is no outstand- 
ing issue that cunnot be peacefully settled on 
the basis of npituatagreement. He also referred 
again with approval to President Eisenhower's 
declaration that “there was no coutroversial 
problem, big er small, that conld not be solved 
if there was the wish to respect the rights of 
other countries.”

The experimental bombs that were exploded 
at Eniwetok in 1950 were estimated to be of a 
power of 12 hilotons, or six times the power 
of the Hiroshima bomb. Since then the des- 
fructive power of these instruments hag become 
loo great to be measured in kilotons, and the 
hydrogen bomb that was later exploded at 
Eniwetok has had to be measured in millions 
of tons of TN, or as these gentlemen prefer 
lo say, in megatony. 

Thus the hydrogen bomb exploded by the 
US. was of at least the power of 3 megatons, 
or 150 times that of the [firoshima bomb.

OUR little community* is now two 
years old, 

The original cleven families will be joined 
by four more during the coming year. There 
are now eight children attending our primary 
school and one of the young men puts in 
part time teaching the two high-school pupils. 

There are nine pre-school children, five of 
which were born since coming to Costa Rica, 

Steady progress is being made in various 
ways. More grass-pasture has been started ; 
sugar cane planted; cash crops raised, i.e, 
onions, cabbage, and carrots, and coffee, 
bananas, plantain, and fruit trees set ont, 

Digging a water ditch to furnish power for 
ihe new saw-mill proved to be a time-taking 
and tedious job. tt was completed carly this 
year, and the new mill installed, 


Too iarge for oxen 


Lumber is being sawed as fast as the logs 
are brought in, the difficulty now being that 
many are too Jarge for oxen io move. A 
crawler tractor has been ordered to facilitate 
logging as well as land-clearing, ploughing 
and road-building, 

Construction. of permanent housing and 
farm buildings will progress as lumber is made 
available. 

Another family enterprise is the Consiruce 
tion of a trapiche, a kind of mill for the 
processing of sugar cane into brown sugar, 
and one couple have started work on building 
a menl-curing. plant, 

More than SO registered Guernsey heifers, 
which were brought ta Monteverde as calves 
will begin mitking the last of this year. Work 
hus commenced on the co-operative dairy 
plant which will be of benefit to our Casta 

ican neighbours, as they have net previously 
had a market for (heir milk. 

The milk will be made into cheese, a port 
able, less perishable product. As yet our road 
is still poor and almost impassable at times, 
but we have considerable hopes of govern-

Germany 

Couneil heard an interesting report on the 
German situation, which went to show that 
while the Soviet Union was preparcd to lose 
control of Eastern Germany for the sake of 
preventing the  fearmament of — Western 
Geimany, the Western Powers and the HKonn 
Government were anxious to incorporate 
Germany into their system of defence. 

Many of the young refugees had left the 
Eastern Zone because of a rumour that con- 
scription would be introduced there, but 
found that on being sent ta Western Ciermany 
they were io even graver danger of being con- 
scripted there. ; 

There had been considerable relaxation af 
restrictions between the sectors and zones 
carly in June, but the clash which occurred on 
tune 16, had set everthing back. 

Vhe idea of non-violence was prowing and 
could play # most important part in deciding 
the future of Germany. 


USA 


Stuart Morris gave a report on his recent 
visit to the ULS.A.. explaining that the time 
allocated to the American War Resisters 
League (WRI) had unfortunately been 
seriously curtailed owing to his detention on 
Ellis Island. 

He had nevertheless spoken at 25 meetings 
in several of the States and large cities, had

four good press iaterviews and several valuable 
broadcasts, meluding one on television. 


He had met the Executive Committee of the 
league and found a very real desire for closer 
contact with the WRI. ft was probable that 
they would be making suggestions to secure 
that the Council was more directly representa- 
tive of sections. instead of being elected on an 
individual biases. 

Hic also asked the Council to give general 
approval to a project for the spreading of 
the knowledge of the methods of non-violent 
resistance in Niperniand the attempt to start a 
section of war resisters there, which one of 
the W.R.L Executive was anxious to promote. 
ft was subsequently agreed that the Chairman 
and Secretary should have a talk with the 
member im question and give the blessing of 
the Council to the project if they were satis- 
ficd wbout the details of the plan. 

Grace Beaton, intcraational secretary, gave 
a detailed report on the situation in regard to 
the legal reeognition of conscientious objectors 
fa the various countries. 

Lfforts were being made everywhere to 
obtain a more satisfactory legal position. In 
many cases Where there was legal recognition 
for conscientious objectors it appeared that 
the provisions were being applied — less 
favourably. 

CD in Hothand 

Hein van Wak Gfolland) introduced the 
subject of Civil Defence, with particular 
reference to new legislation in Holland which 
mide all inhabitants liable for such servivee. 

The imaia purpose of such legiskiuion was 
not so much the protection of the civil 
popukation as of the centres of military 
activity and industrial production necessary 
for war purposes, and for making the pop- 
ukition accustomed to the idea of war, 

Vhe Council was asked to consider the 
preparation of a pamphlet giving the * History 
and experience of the pacilist: groups in’ the 
past and present” in the hope that it would 
help to show that pacifism was not limited to 
one country or period of time. ft was agreed 
to accept an olles which had been made to 
gather the relevant material. 

i{ was unanimously agreed that the work of 
the Consultative Committee had been most 
useful and that they should be asked to con- 
tinue their task, taking up some of the matters 
on their original prograrmnme which they had 
not had time to discuss, and giving further 
consideration to some of the matters raised at 
the Council meeting. 

The importance of such gatherings can 
hardly be overestimated, for not only do they 
symbolise the fact that the WRI is above all 
a family, but they help to increase the essential 
contact between different parts of the family. 

The Council meeting should enable the 
Movement to look forward with hope and 
encouragement to the 1954 Triennial Con- 
ference which may well prove (o be of par- 
ticular importance.

FANS unique and terrible report comes 

from a former member of the United 
Nations Korean Reconstructian Agency who 
had planning duties in connection with agri- 
culture which brought him into regular 
contact with several ministers of the Syngman 
Rhee Government and with peasants in South 
Koren. 

Syngman Rhee, the young revolutionary of 
1894, the comparatively harmless old gentle- 
man of 1945, had develaped into a ruthless 
dictator by 1952, In June he locked up 
Assembly men and organised violence against 
his opponents. On July 2, members were 
“guided” by police to the Assembly and 
imprisoned there until they voted as he 
wished. 

But US. Army leaders were still broad- 
casting that Syngman Rhee was a great slites- 
man and the only possible political leader for 
Korea.
